Charged with Defrauding the Government by 
Crooked Dealings In Goverament Land—A

About ten months ago a young lawyer 
named L. F. Moss arrived in this city from 
Kansas. He soon identified himself with 
the Wilber collection agency. He has 
worked up a good business in this city, and 
has made a great many friends, who will be 
surprised to learn that he has gotten him- 
self into a very serious scrape.
